U.S. TO REJEC

The chances that many thousands of 
Jews would receive compensation for the 
physical harm and business losses they 
suffered during the Nazi régime sharply 
diminished this week with the disclosure 
that the American Military Government 
intends to reject the latest draft Compen- 
sation Law produced in the U.S. Zone. 

The Law applies not only to Jews but 
so all vicums of the Nazis, including 
civil servants who lost their pensions, 
and le who were deprived of their 
means of carning a living either because 
their _busimesses were confiscaicd of 
because they were not allowed (to practise 
their professions. 

lt was drawn up by the Laender of the 
American Zone and requires Miltary 
Government approval to go into effec. 
Three months ago a weaker law Was 
drawn up and rejected by General Clay 
who told the Germans that he could not 
consider it since it failed to provide for 


claims from displaced persons in Gecer- 


many. 


T DRAFT COMPE 


The reason for refusing approval now. 
according to one Miltary Government 
official. is that in a month or two there 
will be a Federal German Government 
and ut is too late to pass such a law for 
just one of the three zones. kt is under- 
stood that the Germans are to be told 
that since they are to have much greater 
powers and initiative under the Occupa- 
tion Statute, « would be better for them 
to let their Federal Parhament handie 
the whole question without direct Allied 
imMervenuon. 

Naturally, turning the whole question 
back to the Germans is unlikely io pro- 
duce much compensation, particularly for 
those Jews who have icit Germany. 
There is no rehable estimate as to what 
the claims might total, but the broad 
scope of the Bill, particularly with refer- 
ence 10 pay and pensions of civil servants 
and the refund of discriminatory taxes 
levied by the Nazis, would probably make 
for an astronomical figure.

International Conference in London

The rt that Israe! should play m 
Jewish life, and the relationship between 
Judaism and scence were discussed by 
the Sixth Internationa! Conference of the 
World Union for Progressive Judaism in 
London, which was attended by over 100 
delegates from Great Britaim, Israel. the 
United States, the Continent of Europe, 
Austria, South Africa, and Latin 
America. 

Rabt Dr. Leo Baeck. President of the 
World Union, presided at the first public 
meeting at Frends House, Euston Road, 
London. on Thursday of last week, and 
sand that Judaism was a substantive and 
that progressive was is adjective. “ We 
said. “ the Kelal Yisrael and 
oppose any attempt to deny the indivisi- 
bility of the Jewish task.” 

Judaism, he went on. could not do 
without the Progressive Movement. In 
quiet days, Conservatism and Orthodoxy 
might be able to proffer an answer to 
the problems confronting humanity but 
m critical periods. as those of to-day, 
only the Progressives could give the 
answer 

Professor the Rev. C. E. Raven. Vice- 
Chancellor of Cambndge University. was 
the first speaker on “ The Present Prob- 
iem for Religion.” History. he said, 
was not mere propaganda to publicise 
the acts of men i.

Internal 
strife would mean its extinction

THE Conference of the World Union of 
Progressive Judaism which concluded its 
labours in London this week was attended 
by none of the stridency which we have 
become accustomed to expect from some 
international Jewish assemblies. But it 
would be a pity were the forces it represents 
to be judged only by comparisons in political 
technique with other bodies. “Not by 
might, not by power, but by My Spirit, saith 
the Lord,” is the eternal message of Judaism, 
and the fact that Jews have assembled from 
many countries under this banner should 
allord satisfaction even to those to whom 
the particular label of the Conference affords 
po attraction 


it was largely through the efforts of the 
Hon. Lu.y Mownract that the World Union 
for Progressive Judaism was founded in 
1926. To Miss Montagu’s tireless enthusi- 
asm—she has served the World Union as 
Hon. Secretary throughout its existence— 
can its survival be credited. Likewise, Rabbi 
Dr Marruocx has served contimuousiy as 
Chairman of the World Union, and the 
vesting of two such key offices in these par- 
ticular individuals may have given rise to 
the umpression that the World Union 1s an 
emanation of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue 
of London. The fact that the other British 
constituent of the World Union, the West 
London Synagogue and its affiliates, is per-

All the more. regret, therefore, must be felt 
that the local sponsors of the Conference 
apparentiy did not think it possible to 
associate representatives of the Jew:sh Com- 
munity as a whole with the welcome to the 
overseas delegates, On a previous occasion, 
the B nai Brith, under the presidency of the 
late Rabbi Dr. Daicnes, gave a 
reception to the visitors and we were treated 
to the spectacie, unusual but none the less 
heartening, of a respected teacher of Ortho- 
dox Judaism oflering a welcome to a group 
of men and women with whom he had acute 
theological differences.

Recent 
exhibitions of intolerance notwithstanding, 
we are firmly cenvinced that there is a 
sufficient fund of good will among the mem- 
bers of the Orthodox Community to have 
made for a general desire to share in the 
welcome to fellow-Jews assembled in London 
from overseas. 


The Statement, adopted unanimously, 
stressing the supreme importance of the 


State of Israel for the future of Jews and 
Judaism is the more significant in that it 
proceeds from a body which has been accus- 
tomed to eschew such statements on the 
ground of neutrality on Zionism. This 
prompts reflections on the possibilities, 
about which the World Union seems to 
cherish hopes, of extending Progressive 
Judaism in Israel. It is rather doubtful 
whether the forms which were adopted in 
the last century to serve a middle-class 
assimilated environment in Europe or 
America will have much significance in 
present-day Israel. Nevertheless, the absence 
of the need for safeguards against national 
as opposed to individual assimilation should 
liberate the creative religious forces of the 
Jewish people. How far the existing Israeli 
Rabbinate is in a position to avail itself of 
this great opportunity is at least open to 
question. Its apparent preoccupation with 
ceremonial details may lead to a willingness 
to bargain away the supremacy over the 
State of the moral judgment of Judaism in 
return for concessions from the State m 
matters of ritual. Any group which con- 
sciously endeavours to help towards this 
essential characteristic of moral supremacy 
in our religious system surely must have a 
contribution to make to the future of 
Judaism. 


RESTITUTION LAGS 


AFTER long delays and many disappoint- 
ments, the: Law concerning property looted 
by the Nazis has finally come into force in 
the British Zone of Germany and, as 
reported on another page of this week's 
issue, Claims for such property's restitution 
may now be filed in Germany as well as in 
this country. Contrary to expectations, the 
British are the last of the Occupying Powers 
to introduce this redressing measure. It is, 
therefore. doubly gratifying to have had Mr. 
Hector McNeit’s assurances in the House 
of Commons last Tuesday that, now that this 
Law has been finally introduced, the neces- 
Sary Steps will be taken to see that the 
German authorities give prompt effect to its 
provisions. But it will take much more than 
the mere promulgation of the law, and the 
chances of clarm-filing. to redress effectively 
the wrongs suffered by hundreds of thou- 
sands of victims of the Nazis, and dispel 
the feeling of frustration produced in them 
by the fatiure of the Great Powers to settle 
the problem of restitution earlier and in a 
just, humane, and speedy manner. To-day 
we still see in Germany, and ‘in countries 
occupied by the Nazis during the war, 
houses, shops, factories. from which the 
Jews were expelled and driven to death, 
owned in most cases if not by the actual 
perpetrators of these crimes, then by their 
open or tacit accomplices. 

There are several kinds of Jewish property 
involved. There is the property of individual 
claimants, heirless property, communal pro- 


perty, and that which belonged to various 


organisations, such as Jewish trade unions. 
There 1s also: the question of compensation 
and indemnification for those who suffered 
in concentration camps. No figure has as 
vet been given, but it is estimated that in 
Berlin alone about £100,000,000 may be in- 
volved, and not less in the American Zone 
of Germany. As the position is at present, 
the measures for claiming restitution and 
indemnification are as varied as they are 
unsatisfactory. In the American Zone. of 
Germany. 74,000 claims for the restitution 
of heirless or communal Jewish property 
have been registered, but very few have been 
settled. In the French: Zone, unclaimed 
heirless Jewish property is to be utilised for 
the creation of a fund for victims of the 
Nazis. But as the fund is limited only to 
their close relations, resident in the French 
Zone, it is clear that very few Jews will 
ever Stand a chance of benefiting by the Law. 
The Law in the Soviet Zone 1s divided into 
two sections, one affecting Jewish communal 
property, which has in most cases been 
nationalised along with all Jewish property 
owned by Nazis at the time of the Soviet 
occupation; the second concerning small 
private property, which has been returned 
to claimants if resident in the Zone. As is 
known, only about one per cent of the 
former Jewish population in that Zone lives 
there to-day. In addition to these, there is 
the question of Berlin, where no Restitution 
Law has as vet come into force, but where 
the Western Governors have merely called 
upon Berlin Jews to file any claims they may 
have. Moreover, our Berlin Correspondent 
reports this week that the American Military 


Governor has rejected the latest draft Com- 
pensation Law by which thousands of Jews 
would have received compensation for the 
physical harm and loss they suffered under 
the Nazi régime. 


Encouraged by the tardiness in effecting 
a fair deal for the Jews in Germany, the 
Austrian Government this week, to its 
shame, refused to grant the loan of £600,000 
the impoverished Viennese Jewish Com- 
munity had requested on account of the 
property earmarked for restitution. There 
were about 200,000 Jews in pre-war Austria. 
Over 180,000 of them were driven out or 
murdered by the Nazis, and their property 
was confiscated. To-day, only about 12,000 
have returned, and they exist meagrely under 
a Government which, while appealing to 
the world for justice for itself, repeatedly 
and stubbornly refuses justice to its Jewish 
population. 


If this discriminatory situation can exist 
and be tolerated in these two countries, to 
all intents and purposes still under Military 
Occupation by Western Democracies, one 
can hardly wonder at what is happening with 
regard to Jewish property in other countries, 
whence the Jews were either driven out or 
killed. In Poland it was estimated some 
time ago that property worth between three 
and four hundred million pounds had been 
left unclaimed. And if only a portion had 
been given to Jewish institutions, it would 
have been enough to maintain them for 
many years to come. A similar situation 
applies to Hungary, Rumania, Greece, and 
to a certain extent, to Czechoslovakia, where 
whole towns formerly bujlt, inhabited, 
owned, and managed by Jews were emptied 
of them during the war. It is, therefore, 
only fair and just to plead that at least the 
heirless properties—in the first place, in 
Germany and Austria—should go towards 
helping the resettlement of the survivors now 
reaching Israel. In this connection, it is of 
interest that Dr. Kari FRENKEL, an official 
of the Ministry of the Interior in Westphalia, 
has proposed this week that all Jewish pro- 
perty confiscated by the Nazis should be 
placed at the disposal of the State of Israel. 
If other nations can and do justly make 
Germany pay reparations, it ts. surely para- 
doxical that her first victims should still be 
denied access to the assets which belonged 
to the Jews the Nazis murdered. As the 
Situation now remains, by leaving these 
assets in German hands, the Allies.. as far 
as the Jews are concerned. are in. effect 
rewarding the Germans. for the crimes they 
committed 


SYRIAN ARMISTICE 


THE conclusion of the Israeli-Sy rian Armistice. 
after more than three months’ negotiating. does 
reflect something of the change that has come 
over the Middle Fast scene with the arrival of 
the Syrian President, HusN: Fi. Zam. Fhe 
armistice settlement is markedly less favourable 
to Israc! than were any of the three previous 
agreements . Israc! has had to make concessions 
of a kind that have already roused the opposition 
of Israel's extreme Richt and Left: Parties. In 
the first place, there is a specific acceptance 
in the agreement that the armistice boundaries in 
no way imply that these will be the frontiers of 
a future political settlement. In the second place. 
Israel will not be able to fortify anv of the 
positions.on Israeli territory from which the 
Svrians are to withdraw. This demilitarised zone. 
furthermore. will also include the Jewish settle- 
ment of Ein Geb on the eastern shore of the 
Sea of Galilee. which was never occupied by 
the Syrians. An important strategic gain for 
Israel, however. is the right to fortify the village 
of Samakh at the southern end of. the Sea of 
Galilee. It was here that the Svrian armies 
broke through into Dganiva and the cluster of 
surrounding settlements in May last vear. But 
it would seem from the attitude of the Mapam 
and Mr. Beiin's Cherut that these two parties 
have not vet realised the importance of coming 
to terms with the Arab States 


DISFRANCHISED ? 


CONCERN must rightly be felt by Orthodox 
Jewish voters at the recommendation sent last 
week to the Home Secretary bv the Council of 
the Association of Municipal Corporations that 
municipal elections next vear should be held on 
a Saturday. If the recommendation is acceded 
to. it is hard to see how Orthodox Jews will not. 
as a consequence. be virtually disfranchised. 
Owing to the prohibitions on work of any kind 


- on the Sabbath in Jewish religious law—-* work ” 


in this context being an extremely comprehensive 
term-——t will be neither possible for the Ortho- 
dox Jew to ride to and from the polling-stations 
on the Saturday, nor to record his vote if he 
does get there. [t is true that walking to a polling- 
station instead of riding. which comes within the 
prohibited category, entails no hardship on the 
normal. healthy individual, .especially.. 4s..the 


polling-stations are usually situated within 
reasonable distance of the voters’ dwellings. but 
the real difficulty arises over the marking of the 
paper. Writing is equally regarded as “ work ” 
and during the Sabbath hours the Orthodox Jew 
will not pick up a pen for that purpose. Even 
the provisions of the Acts of Parliament which 
(as our Legal Correspondent points out this week 
on page 9) enable a Presiding Officer to have the 
necessary mark made on a voting paper for the 
person who cannot himself do so because of 
religious reasons, do not help in this case. as the 
Sabbath law js all-embracing, and the Jew who 
does not work on that day cannot directly ask a 
non-Jew to do a task which he himself is pro- 
hibited from performing. Moreover. such 
an arrangement vitiates the advantages of 
the secret ballot. If the municipal elections 
had been held in November, as _ formerly, 
it would not have mattered so much, as the 
Sabbath ends early enough on short winter days 
to enable Jews to go to the polling-booths in time 
in the evening. With the change in the municipal 
year to May, however, even that loophole is 
closed, as polling usually finishes by 9 p.m. at 
the latest. The extra hour of “ summer time ” 
makes the all-important difference, as ts proved 
this year, when the close of Sabbath during the 
four weeks of May occurred at times ranging 
between 9.20 p.m. and 9.56. The Home Secre- 
tary’s decision on the matter will be awaited with 
great jntérest. 


SENSE OF JUSTICE 


Ir any further proof were needed of the 
deeply rooted sense of justice and the absence 
of feelings of revenge among our people. it was 
certainly provided in the most conspicuous 
manner by M. MASHLANKO, the Jewish barrister 
who defended DoBosHINSK!, a Polish pogromist, 
in Warsaw last week. As reported in our pages, 
DOBOSHINSK!, who during the war years in Lon- 
don was responsible for editing the anti 
Semitic Polish weekly JesTeM PoOLAKiIEM and 
later the clandestine WALKA, was sentenced to 
death. Among the charges made against him 
were those of staging a pogrom in a town nea: 
Cracow, acting as a Nazi agent in Poland, and 
spreading HrITLerR's propaganda against the 
Jews. For five hours M. MASHLANKO, 1m defend- 
ing DOBOSHINSK!I, tried to convince the Court 
that the prisoner was merely “a product of his 


time “ and not the originator of racial hatred 


and anti-Semitic activities in Poland. Himsell 
the victim of anti-Semitism in pre-war Poland, 
and for three vears an inmate of Auschwitz 
and other concentration camps, this Jewish 
lawyer nobly put aside his own sufferings and 
those of his people, and: by a. brilliant defence 
endeavoured to save this man from death. As 
he walked through the streets of Warsaw to the 
Court, MASHLANKO had to pass through the 
ruins of the Ghetto: He could not have failed 
to remember that this vast chaos and destruc- 
tion had been caused by just such men as 
DOBOSHINSK!. He must also have remembered 
that his own family died in the massacres whict 
took place there. Yet, on entering the Court, 


‘this Jew was imbued by nothing else but a 


spirit of justice for the man he was asked- b\ 
the Court to defend. The Shylock legend has 
been killed a thousand times betore. but 
probably never so completely as by Masn- 
LANKO'S defence of DOBOSHINSKI. 


EMMA LAZARUS 


As ships steam slowly towards New York 
harbour, the eager attention of voyagers on board 

particularly if they are immigrants approach- 
ing what they hope will be a permanent sale 
anchorage—is directed towards the graduall\ 
sharpening outline of the famous Statue of 
Liberty, towering over three hundred feet above 
Bedloe’s Island, on which it js erected I he 
statue, which was unveiled in 1886, was presented 
to the American people as a tribute from the 
French people, and it has ever since been 
regarded as a symbol of human freedom. It has 
a further special interest for Jews which will be 
enhanced this week, for upon the walls of 
the monument is a brogze tablet. affixed in 
1903, to the memory of the American Jewish 
poetess, Emma Lazarus, whose birth occurred 
exactly one hundred years ago to-day. During 
her 38 years, she rose to fame as a writer and 
poet, and a great amount of her writing evinces 
her pride in her Jewish heritage and her passion- 
ate desire to help her persecuted brethren. Before 


. modern Zionism existed under that name. EMMA 


LAZARUS was a “ Zionist.” and her acute mind 
caused her to discern also the need for a readjust- 
ment of vocational pursuits among Jews even 
in her day. But she belongs not only to Jewry. 
but to America itself, and the recognition of this 
is implicit in the placing of her sonnet ~ The 
New Colossus ~ on the pedestal of the Statue: 


Not like the brazen giant of Greek fame. 
With conquering limbs astride from land to land, 
Here at our sea-washed, sunset gates shall stand 
A mighty woman with a torch, whose flame 
Is the imprisoned lightning, and her name 
Mother of Exiles. From her beacon-hand 
Glows world-wide welcome; her mild eyes 
command 
. The air-bridged harbour that twin cries frame, | 
“Keep. ancient lands, your storied pomp:

With silent lips. “ Give me your tired, your poor, 
Your huddled masses yearning to breathe free, 
The wretched refuse of your teeming shore.

BRITAIN’S MIDDLE EAST PROBLEMS 


R. ERNEST BEVIN yesterday 
opened the four-day conference 
of Britain's Middle East envoys 
and Foreign Office experts. The official 
explanation of the gathering is the now 
fashionable explanation for all such 
mectings——that it is no more than an 
exchange of views between the Foreign 
Secretary and his representatives in the 
Middle East. It is not intended to make 
any far-reaching changes of policy. 

In the advance publicity of the con- 
ference perhaps mikes too much empha- 
sis has been placed on the rdle which the 
emergence of Israc] as a factor in the 
Middle East will play at the talks. The 
Foreign Secretary seems, however. con- 
cerned with even more pressing problems 
which require rapid decision and at pre- 
sent agitate the Foreign Office rather 
more than the position of Israc!. 


Divided Opinions 


The gentral question which the envovs 
will Be expected to answer is the cause. 
in their view, of the mounting unpopu- 
larity of Britain in the Middle East. and 
the growing opposition to British policy 
among those who had been counted as 
the friends of Britain. The attending 
envoys are known to be strongly divided 
in their opinions about this whole ques- 
hon and this, it is now clear. is one of the 
main reasons why Mr. Bevin and parti- 
cularly Sir William Strang. the perma- 
nent head of the Forcien Office. have 
called them together for consultations 

Mr. Bevin is, in fact. faced by two 
severely divided and contradictory camps 
among his Middle East envoys and offi- 
cials who reflect with striking accuracy 
these same differences among the Arab 
States themselves. Before the conference 
can proceed with the considerations of 
any new constructive policy for the 
Middle East, Mr. Bevin has to make up 
his mind which of the two camps he pro- 
poses to support. To enable him to do 
so with the maximum of information 
available seems the main purpose of the 
conference. The conference, to put it 
crudely, is divided into a pro-Egypt and 
a pro-Abdullah schoo! and each schoo! 
blames the other for the unpopularity of 
Britain and the failures of its policy dur- 
ing Mr. Bevin's term of office. 

The pro-Abdullah school which 
includes at present the envovs from 
Amman, Baghdad and Ankara, holds that 
the Arab League has served its pur pose 
and now needs reshaping. It considers that

the differences between the two camps 
inside it, with Egypt, Syria, Lebanon and 
Saud; Arabia on one side, and Iraq and 
Transjordan om the other, are no longer 
capable of being bridged. The time has 
come therefore, in their view, when a 
new alinement of Middle Eastern States 
is desirable. 

Furthermore, this group believes that 
Egypt's interests have also become irre- 
concilable with those of Britain, and that 
Egypt is determined to ensure the total 
withdrawal of British troops without fur- 
ther binding military alliance with Britain.

BIBLE CRITICS AND BIBLICAL ARCHAEOLOGY 


VERY modern schoolbo\ 
“knows that modern 


origin and nature of the Universe. 
which “conflict” with the Story of 
Creation and Fall in Genesis Ever 
“intelligent person “knows” that 
the critical methods developed in the 
philological and other studies of 
ancient history and the classics have 
been applied to the study (or rather 
pseudo-study) of the Bible with such 
disturbing results that the 
“higher criticism.” rightly or wrongly.

elity.” Indeed, nearly every book 
and passage of the Bible has been 
stigmatised as a literary forgery by 
at least one scholar 


so-called 


Alphabetical System 


A whole alphabetical and numerica! 
system has been employed to cut the 
Bible into. pieces; all the highe: 
critics’ have agreed that the Bible 
should be cut. The letters J (for Jahweh) 
E (for Elohim), D Uor Deuteronomy). 
P (for Priestly Codex) were not suffict- 
ent: so J was divided into J and J’, I 
into E' and E*. D into D’ and D’, and 
P into P', P*, and P*: but the alphabet 
contains many more letters. so L was 
added for “ Lay Codex.” and K for the 
“ Kenite document.” All seemed clear 
but how to date these documents? J 
before E? or E before J? It would seem 
quite. simple, but, . strangely enough 
hardly any two scholars agree It 's 
prohably too. simple: according to 
German “ historicism,” all social, relig- 
ious. or institutional phenomena must be 
made to fit into a given bed, regardless 


of the chronology or function which 
Jewish tradition accords them: if a 
phenomenon appears to be “too 


advanced” for. its traditional period, 1 
is assigned to a later stage; if it seems 
‘too primitive,” it is pushed back. 
There are scholars who try to carry 
the criticism one or two stages farther, 
as. for instance, Professor C. A. Simp- 
son. in whose opinion “ primitive Jah- 
wism ” was an.“ ecstatic religion which 
had its genesis in man’s response to the 
volcanic and tempestuous phenomena of!

of the “higher criticism” of the last 
decades of the 19th and the first decades 
of the p-esent century.

Libel 


To the Editor of Tue CHRonicLe 
From Mr. FDWARD F. Twi 


Pakenham, at the AJ.A. 
dinner, stated on behalf of His Majesty's 
Goveroment : 

“The British people were conscious 
of their responsibiliies to the Jewish 
Community and would contimue to 
accord full liberties to all Jews owing 
undivided allegiance to the Crown. At 
the same time, the Jewish people must 
make no separation, even in thought, 
between the Jew and non-Jew in the 
British community. It would be a great 
evil if ever this country developed a 
special attitude towards its Jewish 
citizens.” 

The implications of this statement in 
relation to making community libel a 
criminal offence may not be generally 
appreciated. It is reasonable to suggest 
that those in the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity who advocate making community 
libel a new criminal offence may be dis- 
appointed with the statement, because 
one cannot logically have rights and 
liberties of full citizenship and at the 
same time expect to obiain a special 
degree of protection which is only 
properly available for a minority who 
are denied the rights and liberties of 
full citizenship.

Jewish Association. 

The first report, issued in 1871, reveals 
the significant fact that the Birmingham 
branch had been affiliated to the Alliance 
Israélite Universce since 1867, three 
years before the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion was formed, as a consequence of 
the Franco-Prussian War, when the Paris 
headquarters could no longer be used. 
The report siates: 

“The first Branch in Great Britain of the 
Alliance Israélite Uaiversclic was cstablished 
in this community at a Public Mecting held on 
Jume 2nd. 1867. resulting from a powerful and 
clogucat appeal previoysiy made from the 
pulpit by the Rev. G. J. Emanucl. ... On 
the inauguration of the kindred Association i 
was resolved & affiliate the Branch with the 
A.J.A.” The officers were the Rev. G. I. 
Emanuci, President: and Messrs. L. C. Cohen, 
Treasurer; and Alfred Jacom, Hon. Secretary; 
119 members enrolicd and £37 2s. 6d. was sent 
to headquarters. 

This example set by Birmingham was 
so important because other communities 
—notably London, the virtual leaders of 
of Anglo-Jewry—-were so reluctant to 
move. THe Jewish CHRONICLE, to us 
great credit, im article after article, for 
three years, pulled owt all its sitops— 


“MIXED CLUBS” 
Hackney Clabs “ Always Jewish ” 


To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sim.—Those of us who have been con- 
nected with the Hackney Associated Clubs 
since their foundation were surprised to 
learn from your second leader in last 
weck'’s issue that these clubs “ want to 
revert to being Jewich instead of inte 
denontinational.” This misconception 
seems to have arisen through a statement 
made by the President ddfring. the recent 
annual display when he pointed out thet 
during the war, hospitality had been given 
to members of non-Jewish clubs who had 
lost their premises. 

The Hackney Associated Clubs which 
comprise a Boys’ Club, Girls’ Club, Ojd 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club, Scouts, Cubs, and 
Girl Guides with a total membership of 
over 500 have always been Jewish, they 
were sponsored by the Associaion for 
Jewish Youth and the premises in which 
they meet are the property of the Jewish 
Youth Fund, so there is no question. of 
reversion. 

They do admit non-Jewish members 
who come in on the: understanding that 
they are members of a Jewish club and 
that they abide by its constitution which 
states. infer alia, that “the obiects of 
the Associated Clubs shall be the pro- 
motion of the religious, moral, physical, 
and mental education of young people 
resident in or near Hackney. In the 
pursua of such objects the Council will 
seck to foster the highest standards of 
citizenship and loyalty to. Faith. King, 
and Country.” : 

1 would point out further that these 
clubs have never taken part in organised 
games on the Sabheth. There are 
two club Ministerial Officers who attend 
regularly under the acgis of the United 
Synagogue, and for a number of years 
well attended High Holvy-day services 
have been held; the Club Prayer is 
recited at the end of each evening. 

I would suggest that there is far more 
Jewish content in cur activities than in 
many clubs which are. sponsored or 
attached to synagogues and that the incul- 
cation of Judaism is an essential part of 
our programme.

most famous of the Editors of Tue 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

The last meeting of the committee of 
the branch, before it became moribund, 
was on March 8, 1925, under the chair. 
manship of Mr. Louis Cassell, at 2. Sir 
Harry's Road, Edgbaston. 

Despite the claims of the Midland 
Branch of the World Jewish Conercas. 
and the well-merited and_ justified cap- 
ture of the community by the Birmine.

Members

Sie —Your issue of July 15 carried 
two reports, one dealing with the United 
Synagogue Council's decision to increase 
membership contributions by 10% and 
the second recording the secession of the 
Sandy's Row Synagogue from the United 
Synagogue because of the increased 
fnancial demands of the United 
gogue. The two reports are linked by 
the same basic factor—the desire of the 
United Synagogue to maintain and 
increase its activilics im the field of Jew- 
ish social work. as 

1; is evident however from the decision 
of the Sandy's Row Synagogue and also 
of the Walthamstow and Leyton Syna- 
gogue, which seceded from the United 
Synagogue in March of this year, that 
~ynagogues catering for the wage-carning 
section of the community are no longer 
in a position to ask their members to pay 
higher contributions. The present rates 
of membership contributions are only just 
wihin the reach of the average member. 
and. coupled with the heavy demands of 
the expanded National Insurance Scheme. 
constitute a heavy burden on the purses 

‘many of our brethren. 

is the time for the Countil of 
the United Synagogue to realise that by 
increasing their membership fees they are 
narrowing down the classes from which 
their membership is now drawn. Many 
members of United Synagogues may find. 
as indeed the Walthamstow and Leyton 
and Sandy's Row Synagogues found, that 
they cannot mect the increased fees and 
leave the synagogue circle altogether. 

The time is now opportune for al! 
ewnagoevue bodies. including the Unied 
Synagogue io mstitute a strict economy 
campaign, particularly in the administra- 
ive sphere, bearing in mind that it is 
far better to maintain a large member-

The word can be found 
ain the Book of Job (ch. xxviii., v. 17) 
where is said of wisdom inat goid 
and glass cannot equal “—from which 
the Rabbis deduce that glass was known 
bul must have been very rare and expen- 
sive 

The Talmud has many references to 
glass. One Rabb: compares people who 
neglect learning to broken glass: but he 
adds that just as broken glass may be 
pieced together so can the threads of 
learning be tesumed 

Some Rabbis say that it is due to its 
Valuable nature that a glass is broken at 
a wedding. because in moments of great 
happiness i was advisable to sober the 
people by breaking a precious object. 

As to modern Palestine: there is avail- 
able a wonderful supply of the kind of 
sand that + required to manufacture 
fine glassware, so the industry 
iS growing to be one of the largest 
in the country. Glass will be one of 
Israel's chief exports.

rather more susprc ous The Phalange. 
in spite of its name. is merely the activist 
organisation of the French-oricntated 
Christian yowth opposed to Moslem 
domination.

language newspaper in Beirut, L’Oxrent, 
has been suppressed and its editor sent 
to prison for criticising the Government's 
onentatvion towards the Arab League. It 
now appears that the opposition to this 
development is being ehminated piece- 
meal--a tactor which would change the 
situation in the Levant to the disadvant- 
age of Israci and the French, though not 
necessarily of Britain

ARMY DAY 


Impressive Parade 
From our Own Correspondent—Te Aviv 


Thousands of from all parts of 
Israel poured into Tel Aviv on Sunday 
to witness the most impressive a 
and military celebrations im the history 
of modern Palestine. The occasion was 
Israci’s “ Army Day,” marking the forty- 
fifth anorversary of the death of t 
founder of Zionst Movement, 
Theodor Herzl. It was also a 
stration of Isracl's military power for the 
neighbouring Arab States who have 
recently shown an inclination to believe 
that cconomic troubles have 
considerably weakened it and that the 
time may shortly come to avenge last 
year s defcats 

From the carly hours of Sunday morn- 
ing, military units from all parts of 
Israc! streamed into the capital while 
pole and special auxilary units were 


mobilised to control the crowds. Every 
eflort was taken ths tome to event a 
recurrence of the disorder which resulted 


in the cancellation of the parade on Inde- 
pendence Day 

In the afternoon. President Weizmann, 
members of the Government, the 
Knesset. and the Diplomatic Corps as 
well as relatives of those who fell in 
battle, gathered in a specially prepared 
parade ground cast of Tel Avie where 
the parading units were assembled. 


Awards for Heroes 


Pressdent Weizmann then presented the 
medals awarded to twelve members of 
the Ieracl: forces for acts of valour dur- 
ina the fighting Four of these were 
posthumous awards the medals being 
handed to the parents of the dead soldiers. 
First to mount the -saluting base 
was Capiain Yohai Ben-Nun who com- 
manded the Isracl) gunboat which sank 
an Egyptian naval ship last October. Then 
tollowed other heroes. some still in Army 
uniform. some in civilian clothes. The 
most touching scene was when the Chief 
of Scaff. Genera! Yaacov Dori, descended 
from the saluting base to decorate Siman- 
tov Ganech who lost both his legs saving 
the hfe of his comrades during the batile 
for the Negev. 

Ai 4 p.m. sirens were sounded in every 
town and village and the whole nation 
m silence for (two minutes in mem- 
ory of the fallen. The military parade 
then moved past the saluting base and 
alone a tive-muile route through the 
crowded Tel Aviv streets 

The Army's fire-power was illustrated 
by a number of quick-firing weapons. 
together with many classes of light 
armoured vehicles Modern Sherman 
tanks with 9O-milbmetre guns brought 
up (he rear of the procession.

Wooing the Arab States

_ An entirely new Soviet propaganda 
line has been noted during the last 10 
days in monitored reports of Mos- 
cow and Baku broadcasts in Arabic 
= Turkish beamed to the Middle 
t. 

The main feature has been that instead 
of supporting the minorities in the Middle 
East, like the Kurds, which has been the 
Soviet policy line hitherto, the new line 
iS support of the Arab States against their 
minorities. In fact, the previous Soviet 
line was completely reversed. and the 
United States is being accused of those 
policies which the Soviet Union itself had 
previously been pursuing. 

For almost four years, the Soviet Union 
supported the Kurds against the [Iranian 
and Iraqi Governments, and the author- 
ties in Teheran and Baghdad agreaily 
feared alleged Communist influence on 
the Kurds. Since July |, the Moscow 
radio, broadcasting in Arabic, has been 
warning the Iraqis that “ secret negotia- 
ions are in progress between the Kurds 
and the Americans, aiming at the estab- 
lishment of an American-protected inde- 
pendent Kurdish State which would give 
the United States full control over the 
Iraqi oil fields which are mainly situated 
m Kurdistan, : 


Criticism of Israel 


This argument is linked with a general 
Soviet campaign directed towards the 
Arab countries to dissuade them from 
accepting American financial aid for 
development purposes. The Soviet propa- 
gandists are telhng the Arabs that these 
development plans represent a “ golden 
net to ensnare Arab independence.” 
Moscow also accuses Husni Zaim, the 
Syrian President, of acting as an American 
agent, and it warns all Arab States of the 
danger of accepting development loans, 
which it describes as part of the American 
pattern for military and political expan- 
sion in the Middle East. 

The broadcasts imply< criticism of the 
policy of the Israeli Government, which 
secks to encourage the speeding-up of 
development plans for the Middle East as 
a measure to establish peace on a firm 
basis there. . This criticism 1s being under- 
lined by a series of Tass Agency messages 
stressing unemployment and uwnfhrest in 
Israel. They aiso included a report that 
Israc! had concluded a “ binding agree- 
ment with the Standard Oil Company. 
under which Israel pays more than three 
times the present oil prices at Haifa ; 


Soviet Propaganda 


This new Soviet propaganda trend is 
being closely studied in London. ‘It ts 
assumed that it is closely linked to the 
forthcoming publication of the Middle 
East development plan drawn up by 
George ©. McGhee, newly-appoined 
United States Assistant Secretary of State 
for Near Eastern and African Affairs. 
This plan, according to reports here, 
would exclude the Bovies Union from 
Middle East development, restricting it to 
the Western Powers particularly § the 
United States, Britain, and France 

As Israel has been particularly anxious 
to see this development plan employed as 
part of a general Middle East settlement, 
the present Russian obsiructionism may 
involve Tel Aviv in a delicate situation 

The Russians want the United Nations 
to take up development of the Middle 
Fast through tts own agencies in which the 
Soviet bloc is represented. But the United 
States, Britain, and France agreed, during 
their recent exchange of views, to seck the 
development and settlement in the Middle 
East without Soviet participation.
